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NATIONAL  WILDLIFE  REFUGES 


The  287  National  Wildlife  Refuges  in  the  United  States  and  Territories, 
as  of  June  30,  1962,  contain  an  aggregate  of  28,518,535  acres.  They  are 
administered  by  the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife  of  the  U,  S,  Fish 
and  Wildlife  Service  in  the  Department  of  the  Interior.  All  kinds  of  wildlife 
are  protected  on  these  refuges,  but  many  were  established  for  the  protection 
of  one  or  more  especial  species.  The  refuges  may  be  classified  as  follows: 
218  (3,502,475  acres)  as  migratory  bird  refuges  for  waterfowl,  47  (3,708,068 
acres)  as  general  migratory  bird  refuges ,  including  many  colonial  nesting 
areas;  14  (5,518,599  acres)  as  big  game  refuges;  five  (4,604,378  acres)  as 
game  ranges;  and  three  (11,185,015  acres)  as  Alaskan  wildlife  ranges  created 
in  1960. 

In  addition  to  these  classes  of  national  refuges,  there  have  been  added 
to  the  National  Wildlife  Refuge  System  since  1959 ,  34  small  tracts  known  as 
"Waterfowl  Production  Areas"  in  three  prairie  States--21  (29,026  acres)  in 
North  Dakota,  12  (8,045  acres)  in  South  Dakota,  and  one  (508  acres)  in 
Minnesota,  These  are  wetland  areas  having  high  waterfowl  production  poten- 
tialities. All  Waterfowl  Production  Areas  are  classed  separately,  since 
Migratory  Bird  Conservation  Commission  approval  for  their  acquisition  is  not 
required,  and  their  size  and  distribution  do  not  lend  them  to  unit  identifi- 
cation. For  these  reasons,  they  are  not  included  in  compilations  on  the 
following  pages. 

In  oiost  instances,  refuges  of  the  System  are  on  land  controlled  solely 
by  the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife,  Other  refuges  are  established 
on  land  primarily  controlled  by  some  other  Federal  Government  agency.  When 
this  is  the  case,  reference  is  niade  by  footnote  to  the  cooperating  agency. 
Of  the  218  refuges  primarily  for  migratory  waterfowl,  56  are  mainly  or 
entirely  on  private  lands  on  which  easements  have  been  granted  to  the  Bureau 
for  use  in  protecting  wildlife.  Of  these,  eight,  totalling  23,729  acres,  are 
in  Montana;  47,  totalling  66,802  acres,  are  in  North  Dakota;  and  one,  with 
436  acres ,  is  in  South  Dakota «

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LANDS  ADJACENT  TO  NATIONAL  WILDUFE  REFUGES 
'  CLOSED  TO  HUNTING  BY  PROCLAMATION 

OR  SECRETARY'S  ORDER 

Under  the  authority  contained  in  the  Migratory  Bird  Treaty  Act,  the  Secretary  may,  by  regulation,  close  any  area  of 
land  and  water  to  the  hunting  of  migratory  birds  when  such  action  is  in  keeping  with  the  national  waterfowl  management 
program.  Formerly,  such  closures  were  effected  by  a  Presidential  proclamation,  which  authority  has  now  been  delegated 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  along  with  the  authority  to  promulgate  the  Migratory  Bird  Treaty  Act  regulations.  This 
authority  is  utilized  primarily  to  designate  as  closed  to  the  hunting  of  migratory  birds  on  navigable  waters  adjacent  to 
National  Wildlife  Refuges.  Wherever  such  a  regulation  has   been  promulgated,  it  prohibits  only  the  hunting  of  migratory 
birds  and  does  not  in  any  way  limit  such  other  activities  as  navigation,  fishing,  etc.
